And ſurely when S. Paw/e doth cal 
couetouſnes the bandage or ſernitude 
of Idols , he there paynteth out no 
manſo much,as|he doth the viu - 
rer,to whom moſt properly that 
namedoth belong,for many cauſes 
which ſhal appeare by that tyme 


this diſcourſe be ended. 


In the meane ſeaſon if I proue 
the vſurer to breake the contract 


. of geuing to lone , which yet he 
.doth and neceſſarily muſt vſe : I 


doubt not but any reaſonable man 
wil confeſle , that he doth againſt 
thelaw of nations, which aſsigned 
certaine limites and bondes to that 
DÞ uy con- 
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contraet . And conſequently that 
he is a great offender : as who 
doth iniurie to his neighbour, and 
doth not kepe the rule of reaſon 
which God gaue, as to this ende, 
that we ſhould lyue togethers, as 
yt becometh reaſonable creatures 
tolyue. And ſurely he that brea- 
keth the (weete and gentill ordi- 
naunce of God: ſhall be ſure in 
th'end to be brought vnder the 
rule of his ſeuere righteoulnes, 
and indgementes , for that before 
he refuſedro lyue vnder his mer- 
cvfull order . and ſo he that would 
not do to another that which he 
would wiſhe to be done ynto him

But (faith he)per- 
happes the vſurer is not of the 
mynde, to geue' his money to 
lone : but to make ſome other 
kinde of bargayne, For he is not 
bound , when he doth geue our 
his mony, only tointend to geue 
his monie talone:ſeeing there are 
other kyndes of bargayning made 
by conſent of both parties, ſome 
o' the which the viurer may and 
doth imbrace. | 
To anſwer this obie&ion, it is 
nedetul 
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nedeful to ſhew, how the vſurer, 
(wil he, nithe) only myndeth and 
doth geue his mony to lone . And 
yet ſeeing he breaketh the whole 
nature ad euery poynt beloging to 
lone,it wil follow thereof, that he 
muſt and doth vierhat contract of 
nati9s, which yet he doth not kepe 
in any poynt, but vtterly breaketh 
and abuſeth the ſame. _ To geue 
rolone bythe law of of al people and 
coiitriesis,to delyuer preſe ently to 

another man ſuch ſtuffe as is 25s ſpent

- vietherof, Th bare ahi 
repay ſo much andjſo good againe 
of the ſame kind.

cannot be that contract. For in 
putting out to hyer , the thinge 
Which is ſet foorth, remaineth his 
owne , and he onely is lorde and 
owner thereof who ſetteth it out: 
and the (elfe ſame ſubſtice which 
was dehuered, is reſtored againe 
to him without any change : As, 
ers lord and owner of the horle 
ho ſetteth out his horſe.to hyer. 
Forhe letteth out only the vie of 
his horſe to another man, reſeruing 
the proprietie and lordſhip to him 
ſelfe, andthe very ſame horſe is re- 
ſtored to him againe. 

But nowe when monie is de- 
livered to be vied of an other 
man,it 15 not poſsible that the de- 
liverer ſhould remaine ſtill lorde 
and 


and owner ofthe ſaid ſelfe monie; 
in ſuch ſorte that the borrower 
ſhould reſtore thoſe verie peces 
which he had taken . for then he 
ſhould not vie the monie art all: 
ſeing that by viing yt,he changeth 
yt,and putteth ye; aWay from hims 
ſothat he can not haue. the ſame 
monie againe to reſtore yt to'the 
firſt delyuerer therof. Wherefare 
when mony is deliuered to be v- 
ſed,yt can not poſsibly be the co- 

tract of ſetting to hyer. 

Moreouer theylureris not of this 
mynd him ſelfe; to haue the mony 
tarrie his owne ſtil . For then the 
daunger of leefing yr ſhould be 
hisalſo . But nowe yt is the grea- 
teſt ground c l of vſurie, in that men 


wil not haſard at al their principal ; 


ſomme of monie ( otherwiſe per- 
chaunce they might haue more

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trade of merchandiſe , either by 


them ſelues alone, or in felow- 
ſhip together with others. Bur 
whiles they will by all meanes be 
ſure of their principall, and will 
aduenture nothing:they are dout- 
lefſe of this mynde , not to haue it 
periſh to their loſſe.

things the lender wilbe ſure of his 
pricipal : coſequently his chief wil 
andintent is neceſſarily to alienare 
the principal ſomme fromhim elf, 
and to bring ittoa general dette of 
a like ſome in what ſo euer other 
mony or thing.So that come what 
chance ſhall ro the borower, the 
hundred poundes lent , may not 
periſh, becauſe they are limited no 
where, and thereby they are ſubs 
ject neitherto fyre,norto water, 
nor toenemies,nor to theues. 

If then the lender wil haue his 
principal ſafe in aleuent,and yetirt

For he knew right wel,that 
al men are readie inough to make 
ſuch exchanges as ſeemeto be for 
thzir commoditie,But becauſe ge- 
uingto lone isa free and liberal c6- 
tract , wherevnto fewe men are 
prone : therefore as he exhorted 
vs to geue almoſe,, euen ſo did he 
exhort vs to geneto lone.

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as cloth perhaps , or {kinnes, or 
ſome like matter to make an equal 
exchange betwene them both. So -: 


that thing tor thing was exchan- 


ed: and that was the moſt ſimple. 
and natural kinde of trafique be - 
twene men.But experience decla- 
red, that this way at length was 
incommodioule, and would not 
{erue euerie mans turne.For ſome 
tymes he that had thooes which I 
lacked, had allo cloth and fkinnes 
alwel as I, and then he was loth to 
take my cloth for his ſhooes, ſeeing 


that he had cloth enough of his 


owne. For which cauſe wiſe men © 


deuiſed,that ſome certaine metral 
ſhould ſerue the turne of al men.1ſo 
that who ſoneeded any ſtufte , he 
lhould take ſuch a kind of 'metall 
or coyne(to witte,lead, or lether, 
andat the length brafle ) and for 
that he ſhould receaue of another 
F 13 -- man 
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manwhatſacuer he neaded. 

Thus mettal was at the firſt eſte- 
med by conſent, and deliuered by 
weight:ſo that a pound of braſle 
ſhould be ( for example ) the price 
ofa payer of ſhooes. And when 
it was found troubleſome alſo, ſpe- 
cially for them that went abrode, 
to carrie ſuch weight of mettal a- 
bout them, and to ſtand long. in 


weighing it: inſtead of a greate 


dealeot braſie, a litle ſyluer , and 
lefle golde was at the length inue- 
ted. Yea then alfo it was farther 
deuiſed, that a certaine coyne or 
print ſhould be ſet vpon the ſyluer 
or colde: ſa that we ſhould not 
neede alwaies ta weigh yt, but 
that the verie form ſhould ſtraight 
ſhe w the value thereaf. 
| Monie then was made to ſerue 
all exchanges, and to be alone the 
price of al other thinges.and ther- 
fore 
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fore it ought to be vied none qQ- 
therwile , then that thing was v- 
ſed, in whole place yt came. But 
neuer Was any couenant or Cex- 
chaunge made for this ende, that 
the thing whiche was throughly 
alienated , ſhould be increaſed to 
his aduantage | who did alienate 
the ſame. For either a man ge- 
ueth away ſome of his goodes 
freely, and then nothing at all 
therof is due to him againe in this 
worlde: or els he chaungeth ſome 
of his goods for otherthinges, and 
then the thing that he delererh 
Whatſo euercometh of it, 15 on- 
ly fruitful to him that receaueth ir. 


But neuer was there yet ſuch a 


vift or ſuch anexchange heard of, 
wherein the thing which I Jekns- 
red out of my lordſhip and propri- 
etie , ſhould thereby render the 
more fruit or profit to me againe.

profitte,they vie to keepe in their 
owneproprietie , and ſo either to 
vie it them (elues,or to ſette it out 
to be vied for a penſion , and not 
to geue jt or exchange it vtterly 
away from them.

The yſurers put in much more in 
their counte bookes, writing that 
they haue lent ſuche a poore man 
this muche , whereas he yet hath 
taken/muctr lefls . For they vieto 


lye for gaines ſake , not for necel: 


fitie , or paouertie (whiche were 
the lefle euill ) but for inſatiable 
greedineſſe. 

Thus axe three great abuſes bY 
eng 
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the wiſemen ofthe veric heathens 
reproued in vſurers. The firſt is, 
in that they againſt nature will 
make a barre thing(as monie is) to 
bring foorth as it were children, 
that is to lay, pence and-ſhillinges: 
and this faultis common to all y- 
ſurers. But the other two are on- 
ly committed by extreme practiſes 
of vſurie . The formoſt is, in that 
they exacte viury| ſo long, that at 


the laſt the dettorpayeth vſurie, 


not only for the principal ſumme, 
but alſo for the verie viurie it ſelf. 
As thus : Lette him borowe one 
hundred poudes, payengafterthe 
rate of fower poundes in twen- 
tie poundes cuerie yeare for the 
viurie . If the firſt yeare he myſſe 
to repay his twentie poundes for 
the hundred, the ſecond yeare he 
is dettor of ſix {core poundes.and 
that yeare his viuric is twentie 

fowes 
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fower poundes: wherin hepayeth 
fower poundes for the twentie 
- * whichhe acuerreceaued, but on- 
ly became dettor thereof by viu-' 
rie. and fo euerie yeare after, if he 
omitte to payethe viurie , he ſhall 
pay not only for the rate of the: 
undred poundes : but alſo as yt 
he had receaued al that, which he 
ceaſeth to pay .. So that whereas 
in all vſurie a barren thing doth 
bring foorth : in this later kynde, | 
that alſo doth bring foorth, which 
is not onely barren, but is nothing. 
at al,nor neuer was in the natural | 


 rruthof thinges. 

The thirde fault in great vſu- 
rers is, When to avoyde the payne 
of the lawe, they colour the mat- 
ter ſo, that they write in the bil: 
les of debte, hym to haue bor- 
rowed of them a hundred poun- 
des, Who had but fower ſcore.

verie viingof yt by continual ex- 
chaunge « Therefore the Senate 
(of Rome which decreed concer- 
ning theſe matters ) made not w/e 
and fruite of theſe thinges ( for yt 
Was nor able fo to do )but it aſsigned 
as it were after a ſort, how to vie 
and to take profite of them with a 
prouiſo, that who had the vie and 
fruite of any ſuch chinges lefc or 
geuen him , ſhould receaue. the 
FW E thinges4 
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thinges,and ſhould bynd him ſoHe 
to reſtore ſo much monie agayne 
at his death (if it were monie ) or 
els the yalue of them, if they were 
wine,oyle,or corne , 

To our purpoſe it is to be no- 
ted, that the del confeſſed 
theſe thinges not to haue proper- 
ly any vie and fruite, which might 
be ſeparated from their proprie- 
tie . In ſo much that it was not 
poſsible to alsigne vie and fruite 
vpon them : yerely becauſe it was 
againſt nature ſo to do. And Cajus 
ſateth in this very caſe whereof

Thus , that which by witte of 
man might be deuiſed in a world-. 


ly common weale, was done for 
prof and commodities ſake a- 
oainſt nature it ſelfe . But that de- 
uiſe which th'Emperour ſpeaketh 
of , doth| not properly apperteine 
to viurie:for there the queſtio was 
only, whether it mightbe broughe 
to paſſe,that a man not being lord 
and owner of them , might yet 
take fruite and profitte of thoſe 
\ thinges whiche are waſted with 
itheyſing. And when the lawyers 
had deuifed,that it ſhould be done, 
asit might be done : that is-,with 
a prQ- 
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a prouiſo , toreſtore agayne the 
value ofthe thing after a certayne 
time : they dyd then deuiſe, no 
more , but howe he that had the 
vie of the thinge , might in the 
meane tyme be dettor of yt for 
the lordes ſafegard , to whom the 
proprietie belonged : not adding, 
that he ſhouldpay any thinge for 
the vie of that whereof he was 
dettor: forthat is an other queſtis, 
and we ſhal ſee hereafter howe yt 
may be determined. 

Firſt Jette vs agree herevpon, 
that it is in truth agd in nature im- 
polsible,to diuide the vie of thoſe 


thinges which are geuen to lone 


from the proprietic_ > and OWNnor- 
ſhip of them. But: the ciuil lawe 


deuiſed a ſhift , that the lord and 
ownor receauing a caution forthe 
valew,ſhould ſuffer him to whom 


the profir was alsioned , to .enioy 
H the 
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the thing trackly and freely in the 


' meane ſeaſon . Now this Caution 
which was geuen to the lord and 
ownor of thoſe thinges , did ſtand 
co him in ſtead of his propriety. But 


if we looke to the truth it (elf, the © 


lorde hath for the tyme loſt the 

propriety of the oyle,corne, wine, 

or monie, whiche he delyuered to 

the viufructuarie : for the vie and 

proprietie of them can not be {6- 
arated. 

If the Ciuill lawe fawe and 
confeſſed this muche , what fo e- 
uer ſhifte or prouiſo yt made to 
frame the matter otherwyſe:once 
yt was not done accordinge to 
truthe , but by wittie meanes and 
counterpeyles, whiche were not 


vnlawful, fo long as no man had, 


iiurie by them. For the name on: 
ty being changed, yt might haue 
bene layedthus : If any man will 
ET þe- 
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wyne, oyle;;'or monie: the heyer 
ot executour ſhalbe- beuinde , to 
lende the legatarie ſo: muche vp+ 
pon an obligation ,-to:hane the 
ſame quantitic reſtored :at hys 
death or otherwile as the thing te- 
quirech .. Andſccingthis-were:am 
honeſt legacie, the other alſa may
